A careful canvas of the crop 
situation would lead to the be- 
lief that while there is no pro- 
spect of anything like a big 
average over the district there 
is every reason to assume that 
there will be a fair yield on at 
least three-quarters of the land 
sown, if present prospects are 
realized. There are many 
beautiful fields of wheat, but 
close examination of these con- 
fines the prospect of a big yield 
to relatively few of these. 
Even where color and growth 
are very favorable the wheat is 
thin on the ground, the dry 
weather evidently preventing 
stooling to some extent. On 
the whole, however, the pre 
sent situation may be regarded 
as satisfactory when the whole 
area is considered. Everything 
points to a fairly profitable 
crop, the exception being fields 
to badly blown before the rain 
came to recover. 


This year’s experience has 
shown that where a field has 
been badly blown before a rain 
reseeding or cultivation of some 
kind should take place as soon 
after the rain as possible. De- 
spite the tremendous rainfall 
blown fields were blowing free- 
ly againa few days after the 
rain.

Fifth Fortnightly 
Crop Report 


Since last report, great improve- 
menthas been brought about in the 
crop conditions in the southern dist- 
ricts by rains which in most of these 
districts were quite heavy, and were 
general over the entire south in vary- 
ing degree. Though these rains came 
somewhat too late to bring about a 
complete recovery of the crop which 
had already suffered from high winds 
and lack of moisture, the large per- 
centage of grain acreage in the south 
now gives promise of a good acreage 
crop. Tnere is uneven germination 
over a considerable urea due to the 
activities of the cut-worms, and to 
dry conditions, but the situation on 
the whole, in the southern districts, is 
much more promising than a fort- 
night ago, with the 
crops and late sown grain looking 
very well, 

Throughout Central and Northern 
parts the orop outlook is very satisfac- 
tory. There has been sufficient moist- 
ure at all times and although the 
weather has been somewhat cool the 
crop isasplendid color aud well ad- 
vanced for this time of thé year. 

Speaking generally, the ‘wheat crop 
is coming into the shot blade, with 
the early grain in southern districts 
headipg out.» The prospects are for 
an early harvest, 

Prospects in the dairying industry 
are reported to be brighter than last 
year, with promise of increased pro- 
duction. - 

Alfalfa cutting is in progress in the 
south, with a geod crop being taken 
off,
